Trade. It is an error to think, as many do, that the Dutch 
have only a remnant of their former commerce. The fact is, it 
was never better than at prefents their Eaft India commerce is 
exactly what it was. Their fifheries have improved, and their 
trade to the Baltic very great. The whole commerce of Hol- 
land is fuppofed to yield a fuperlucration of national wealth, not 
fhort of eleven millions fterling per anngm. 

Manufafures. Of every kind (except bleaching) have de- 
clined fo much, as to be among the pooreft of their refources. 
They have very few fabrics that work for exportation. 

Government, This has fuftained a great change within 
forty years. The form is democratical ; but it is become almoft 
a pure ariftocracy ; perhaps the government is more formidable 
on that account. ; ‘ 

‘There is no Country in the world where nobility are fo 
fcarce as inHolland. The whole province of Zealand affords 
only three ; the Stadtholder as Prince of Orange, and the Mar- 
quifles of Flufhing and Te Veer. 

Aivice was received from Guernfey on Saturday, that they 
had drawn out their militia, and made every preparation in their 
power, to give the French -a warnt reception, fhould they at- 
tempt to land there ; that they had fen off all their prizes, but 
they were not much apprehenfive of a vifit from the French, . as 
they had been fo roughly handled at Jerfey. 

Yefterday a collection was made at the late Rev. Mr White- 
field’s chapel, in Tottenham-Court Road, for the unhappy fuf- 
ferers, by the late dreadful hurricane in the Weft Indies, after 
a fermon preached on the occafion by the Rev. Mr Berridge, 
from Luke, chap.*x. ver. 36. 37. ** Which now of thcfe three, 
thinkeft thou, was neighbour unto him that fell among the 
thieves? and he faid, He that fhewed mercy on him. Then 
faid Jefus unto him, Go, and do thow likewife.’”’, The col- 
lection amounted to 171 1. 6s. An example worthy of imita- 
tion. 

Orders were fent down to Plymouth on Saturday, for fach 
Dutch prizes as are carried into that port to be unloaded and 
fold there, and not to come to London as was firit intended. 

The letters brought by the laft Leeward-Ifland fleet from 
Barbadoes mention, that in the midft ‘of their very calamitous 
fituation, they have the hope that the fugar planters will not be 
fuch fufferers as had been expected, fince there was an appear- 
ance that the canes were not hurt at the root; in which cafe 
they will fhoot again in a few months,

at the Ifland of Barbadoes, is eftimated at 40,000 I..St Anne’s 
Fort coft Government 30,000 L. it is the Royal Citadel, and is 
on the weft fide of Bride-town.
